I. Applicants' prior art submissions have been considered. 

II. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

(1) Haye et al (5,641,615 and EP 0 747 764) suggest the use of a con5)ound with R being 
2-(N-morpholino)ethyl in the general formula RN(CH2P03M2)2 • but not 
cyclicaminomethanediphosphonic acid or its salt or morpholinomethanediphosphonic acid or it 
salts as claimed. Examples in Haye et al and Koboshi et al (4,277,556) mostly use 1- 
hydroxyethylidene-l,l-diphosphonic acid for phosphonic acid only. 

(2) Gamble et al (5,972,582) suggest a multi-part photographic processing kit being 
mixed in order to carry out a given processing step but fail to suggest the claimed chemical 
ingredients.
